of the City of Beloit and Michell County.” 

In presenting the book to the public, it may mot be out of | 
place to state that every effort possible lias been made to secure 
accuracy Hn every detail, In the first place, the lists of voters 
and residents, as returned by the assessors of the several 
townships and municipalities, were carefully copied and com 
pared, and then such lists were sent to old residents of the 
several townships for correction, Many corrections and addi-

ert. Pessimistic, indecd, were the predictions regarding this 
vast empire, Not only did the geovraphies depict it as a region 
barren and worthless, but travelers also, who had ventured far 
beyond the Mississippi and traversed the country from \estport 
Landing to Santa Fe, made anything but complimentary reports. 
Mor instance, one writer who made the trip from some point on 
the Missouri river to Denver, and who probably passed through 
What is now Mitchell county, wrote an account of his journey 
and adventures in which he said: from a point not exceeding 
100 miles west of the Missouri to the very base of the Rocky 
mountains is a vast plain, arid and buat little better than a des- 


ert. lt ais not now and never ean be a fit habitation for man.’ 


The above wag written less than half a century ago, and for 
some time thereafter but litthe change occurred in the popular 
estimate of the country. Finally, however, the skirmish line of 
civilization advanced westward. Occasionally it was repulsed, 
but never defeated, and cach year found the outposts a little 


further up the incline. A hundred miles or so to the eastward

Some there may be who will consider these statements as too 
optimistic, and who imagine that elsewhere nature is more 
prodigal of her gifts, and that in other climes the tababitants 
enjoy asa whole more of the luxuries of life than here. hey 
forget the crop failures with which they were alllicted down 
Mast,” by reason of which many lost their little homes and were 
foreed to aeeept the wholesome advice of that wise sage of Chap- 
paqua, Horace Greeley, and “vo West?

| * The stranger within our gates” may think the above an ae- 
count of the resalt of a phenomenally prosperous year, but that 
is not the ease, for the value of the wheat crop harvested thi 
present year nearly equals, if it cloes not in faet execs , that of 
ISOS, and as this volame oes to press the coru erop is “assured” 
beyond all doubt to be the largest ever known in the history of 
the county. 

There was a time some years ago when the farmers of ceutral 
Kansas anxiously watched the skies from carly Jane until Sep- 
fember, always fearful that the rains would not come wher most 
necded, and that the “hot winds” would blight the fields of corn: 
buat diversified farming, and the “mixing of brains with cow 
fecd”” have robbed the hot winds of their terror, and as a rule 
the farmers of northern central Natsas, and especially of Miteh- 
ell county, ave as prosperous a people as can be found anywhere, 

The towns and villages located in anagricultural country are 
always evidence of the degree of prosperity enjoyed by the eul- 
tivators of the soil. In a country where the land is poor the

ers prosperous the towns prove a true barometer; the buildings

nade later, Mitehell eounty supports a number of prosperous 
towns and villages. Second in population and importance is 
Cawker City, containing about [200 inhabitants, and located on 
the Missouri Pacific railway, in the northwest corner of the 
county. [tis a well-built little city, having a number of sub-

stantial business blocks, several handsome charehes, and muary 
beautiful residences. [ts business men are up to date in every 
respect, and no town of the same size west of Atehisonm his the 
volume of trade enjoyed by Cawker City, 

Located three miles cast, and about eighty rods from Wa- 
conda station, on the Missouri Pacific railway, is the famous 
Cireat Spirtt or Waconda spring, The curative properties of 
the waters of the spring have been kuown sinee the settlement 
of the country, and had it not been for an unfortunate combi. 
nation of circumstances there can be no doubt but that lou ore 
this the place would have become famous as a health resort, 
Newly twenty years ago a company was formed, composed 
largely of Mastern capitalists, for the purpose of erecting a hotel 
and marketing the waters. A commeodious stone building was 
partially completed, when, by reason of the death of cue of the 
principal officers, work was suspended, and soon thereafter the 
property was involved in litigation, which continued alimiost 
Without interruption until a short ime avo, although, ta an ie 
terval of a few months in TS08 and SOL the hotel building was 
completed, and has since been furnished ina very confortable 
manner, and under the management of the presentlessee, Licut, 
LC. Sinith, is fast becoming a very popular resort for those 
who wish a quiet, comfortable and home like place at which to 
spend a vacation. Many improvements are contemplated in the 
hear future, whieh, when made, will render Waconda one of the 
most desirable summer resorts in the West, 

Cilen [elder is located cleven miles west of Beloit, on the Mis- 
sourl Pacific road, and it can safely be said that there is no 
town in the state of equal size that transacts a business of an 
equal amount, Tt is one of the important stock-shipping sti 
tions in northern Kansas; its merchants are progressive anid 
ever on the alert to advance the interests of thei town, 

Scottsville, located twelve miles northeast of Beloit, on the 
Missouri Pacific road, is a trading point of cousiderable inipor- 
tance, and the volume of business transacted by its merchants i 
the course of a year is very large. Tt is surrounded by a beau- 
{iful upland prairie, and is in the center of a very productive 
wheat belt, although the farmers by no means confine them- 
selves to the cullivation of this one cereal. Stock-raising, und 
especially ‘cow culture,” is receiving more attention each year. 

Ou the Union Pacifie road eleven miles southeast of Beloit, 
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wubouthe Mitchell county side of the line dividing this counts 
from Cloud, is located the litthe town of SH pson, its rathreutl 
nine being Brittsville, ‘here is no better farming land in the 
world than that surroundinuy this Villigen, ined such a thittier ais at 
total crop failure is unknown, 

Three miles northwest of Simpson is the litth: villawe of 
Asherville, whieh is an important shipping point, and in the 
course of a year transacts a business of no mean importance 

The remaining railroad stations iu the county are Gilbert 
and Solomon Rapids, both being located on the Missouri Va 
eitic line, the former about four miles east of Beloit and the 
latter five miles west. ‘The principal business of thes stations 
consists in the shipping of vrain and stock, 

The little village of Tipton, fourteen miles south of Cawker, 
isan dinportant trading point and if it mad railroad facilities 
would doubtless become a place of considerable importance 

Victor, twenty-four miles southwest of Beloit, is au impor- 
fant trading point, and its business has been very materially 
increased within the last two or three years since there was es- 
laolished a separating station for the lonsen Creamery Company,

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The Dairy Industry. 


ln Mitehell county there are 9.693 cows and 26.325 other eat- 
tle, distributed equally over the cntire county, with probably 
the largest portion along Salt creek and the immediate vicinity 
north and south, 

This large number of cows would indieate that cousiderable 
datty business has its home in the county. During the last 
live years the dairy industry has inercased wonderfully, aud is 
to-day ona firm and solid footing, and steadily gaining a foot 
hold, as the farmers learn and understand the benefits derived 
from aosteady and never-failing income. ba iiamy tistances, 
the inhabitants of this county have no knowledge of even the 
simplest principles underlying the practice of protitable dairy ing, 
We have a great awakening, however. Parmers’ institutes ana 
agricultural papers are becoming more wud more ta denice, 

The dairy industry in Mitehell county eau be grouped into 
three different systems, namely: Phe creamery, the cheese fac. 
tory, and the private dairy. Tu the cities, and in different places 
In the county, considerable private dairying is practiced, a very 
reasonable price being obtained for the butter, cheese iil railh 
products marketed, 

The creamery business is im the hands of the Cawker City 
Creamery Company, owning factorios al Cawker City and Tip- 
ton, and the Jensen Creamery Compiuny, owntig faetories within 
the county at Beloit, Glen Elder, Scottsville, Asherville, Salt- 
ville, Sunflower, Vietor, and Blue Tlill We have these facto- 
ries very judiciously placed; mo creamery patron in the county 
needs to haul his milk a greater distance than from one to cight 
niles, 

The prices paid fer butter-fat at the creamerios average Wp as 
hieh as the price paid at the creamerics throughout Lowa, Mlin- 
~nesota, or the central states. ) 

At the present, but one cheese factory is operating, the same 
being located at Beloit and operated by the Jensen Creamery 
Company,

The city of Beloit, unlike so many other Western towius, never 
enjoyed (?)a boon, and when, during the period of intlation, from 
[SSo to TSS7, many of its neighbors were erceting extensive busi 
hess blocks and elevant residences, Beloit caliuly wateled aud 
waited, expending money for buildings only whe there wa: 
seen to be a permanent demand for them, As a result of this 
policy, when the boom collapsed, its elect on Beloit was harcly 
noticeable, Store buildings and residences continued to be ov- 
cupled as before, and in a yearor so the demand for more roo 
Wis SO pressing that several substantial structures were erceted, 
thus furnishing employment to the artisans and mechanies re- 
siding here, and preventing that marked decrease in population 
Which was the rule in other towns. The poliey so consistently 
followed by the eity has resulted only in wood, and its citizens 
how enjoy modern couvenicnees of every kind to almost the 
sume extent as can be found in any of the lareer cities, the only 
thing lacking being eleetrie cars. To enter into details to some 
little extent, reference will be first made to the water-works. 

This plant was originally constructed by the city and operated 
by it for several years, but arrangements were finally made 
about ten years ago by which the plant was sold to the Beloit 
Water Company. Subsequently the works were leased to an- 
other corporation, the Beloit’ Light and Water Company, which 
has continued to operate it to the present time, lor all ordi- 
nary uses water is procured from a namber of wells located on 
hoth sides of the Solomon river, and in cases of emergency con- 
nection can be had with the river, and thus an inexhaustible 
supply secured. The pumping station las a capacity of one 
million gallons per day. There are six miles of mains and 
seventy-two fire hydrants, from which it will be seen that the 
city is well protected againt fire. 

fn 1890 the Beloit Light and Water Company installed an 
cleetric-light plant; the streets are illuminated by are lights, 
whilethe business housesand residences are very generally illumi. 
nated by incandescents. The light plant is modern in every 
/ detail, and as new improvements in the manipulation and hand- 
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ling of the cleetrie current are brought forth they ave promplly 
adopted, and as a result of this progressive spirit no city lias a 
better system) of cloetrie lighting than Beloit,
